Some people still have the impression that 
Orchids are difficult to grow, but we assure 
our patrons that, with the exception of some 
few rare varieties, quite the contrary is the 
case. In fact, they are no more difficult of 
culture than the ordinary greenhouse plant. 

It is naturally essential that in order to 
have the desired success, only well-grown and 
established plants are purchased. 


Epiphytal Orchids, Cattleyas, 
Laelias, Dendrobiums, Etc. 


Require plenty of light and air, without, 
however, being exposed to the full sun; this 
necessitates shading the greenhouse in summer 
Give them plenty of water when growing, 
allowing the plants to dry out occasionally. 
Decrease the water supply gradually when 
growth gets completed in order to ripen the 
eae Se : goa pseudo-bulbs. Increase water supply again 
Left-hand corner Gold Medal Group, Boston, May, 1910 when buds appear in order to develop the 
: flowers to perfection. 

They have a season of rest of more or less duration, but we wish to emphasize the fact that at no time 
should water be withheld too long, in order not to cause the plants to shrivel. 

In this country, many Cattleyas, after finishing one growth will start another, an action which should 
be encouraged, as these bulbs will be fully developed and ready for flowering. Some Dendrobiums after 
finishing their growth require a lengthy season of rest. They should be watered sparingly during that time. 

Terrestial Orchids, like Cypripediums, etc., have no season of rest and require a shadier position. 

A temperature of from 60 to 65 degrees at night with correspondingly more during the-day will suit 
most of them. The time for repotting is after flowering, when they begin to show signs of growth. They 
should be potted firmly and special attention is called against over-potting. The best potting: material is 
fibrous peat, with some Sphagnum Moss added for some varieties, and plenty of drainage.

These most interesting plants of the Orchid family offer an endless field of 
enjoyment to the amateur. 

The many varieties and almost unlimited number of Hybrids, each one 
varying in color, form and often foliage, are almost bewildering. 

A Cypripedium house is never bare of flowers. They are of easy culture, 
and no collection of Orchids should be without at least some of them. 

Cypripediums are terrestial Orchids and have no season of rest. The great 
majority of them grow best in a temperate house with plenty of moisture, and

DENDROBIUM 


A large and popular genus of epiphytal Orchids, distributed throughout the tropics of the eastern 
hemisphere from East India to China, from the Philippines to Australia. 

With so large a genus and so wide a distribution, it is only natural that many of the species 
differ from each other. 

The plants vary in habit from dwarf tufted varieties barely 3 inches high to others with pseudo- 
bulbs 3 to 4 feet high. The mode 
of culture varies somewhat. 


With few exceptions they require 
plenty of heat and moisture while 
making their growth. When the 
growth is completed they require a 
time of cooler treatment with plenty 
of light and air to ripen the growth; 
then follows a season of rest of more 
or less duration according to variety. 
As soon as the flowers begin to show 
on the bulbs they should be put 
warmer in order to being out the 
flowers. The time for repotting is 
after they have flowered. 


They grow best in pans or baskets, 
hung near the glass in a mixture of 
fibrous peat and Sphagnum Moss. 


The smallest possible pans or 
baskets should be used as Dendro- 
biums as a rule are very sensible 
against overpotting.

ONCIDIUM 


A genus of epiphytal Orchids of great variety and commercial value. They are found from Mexico 
throughout Central America and West Indies to Brazil. They grow best in a temperature of from 50 to 
55 degrees. 

They require plenty of air and moisture when growing. When growth is completed, water must be 
given but sparingly but in no case entirely withheld, otherwise the plants are apt to shrivel. 

They may be grown in baskets, pots or pans in a mixture of fibrous peat and sphagnum moss. 

As with most Orchids the best time for repotting Oncidiums is after flowering.
